A map is essential to an uDiUratand- 
Ing or Paul's labors and adventures — 
especially a present-day map, with Ita 
modern names of the places which he 
visited. It should be used In teaching 
tills lesson, and New Testament his- 
tory generally. 

It will causa the lessons to relate 
themselves more clojiely to the world 
as we now know it. During the past 
quarter they have extended over a pe- 
riod of about seven years, from np- 
proxlmately A. D. 00 to 57, and are all 
centered about the life and teaching 
of Paul. It Is difficult to attempt ft 
logical review. A number of lessons 
have been Introduced from the letters 
of Paul, which are not chronological 
In the development of the church. It 
inight be well, perhaps, to consider 
first the leading events In the life of 
Paul, and second the prominent char- 
acteristics iif Paul's life ai we him: 
hud them presented to us, and also to 
consider nix of the dues in which 
Pnul founded churches In Europe, 
studying tln-ir nioiU-rn names and con- 
ditions and looking Intb'the difficulties 
and' dangers which he encountered. 
In I>s*on One we hove the record of 
Punt'* untiring activity, and hla per- 
sistent use of tbe .Scriptures. Every 
one of his sermons was confirmed by 
the Word of Cod. Lesson Two pre- 
sents his interest In those who were 
converted In bis ministry ; also a sug- 
gestion a* to hla 1 1 n < ■••II. sing pmyerful- 
MM.OB their .helialf. Lesson Three 
presents hid tact and wisdom In 
ptoachlng the Illsen Christ, ami his 
emphasis upon the need of repentance. 
Lesson Four gives a suggestion of his 
untiring activity in the midst of great 
discouragement and 'in the (act of bit- 
ter apposition. Lesson Five reveals 
hla persist e at iletermlnstlon to know 
and to preiich notbing save Jesus 
Christ spil hiin crucified. Lesson Sll 
Is Paul's pniiegyric on love as the su- 
tlremti gift. L.—.„n Seven is an ex- 
position of Ibt, duty and 
or cheerful -giilng.

Turning to the cities that Paul vis- 
ited, we Bret encounter Phlllppl (now 
tn ruins). This is the first city In Eu- 
rope where there was a Christian 
church, and it was one which Paui 
especially loved. Though be was driv- 
en rrnm II by „ mob. and escaped by 
means ot an angel, yet hla' letter to 
that church It, a revelation or his feel- 
ing towardhJs Brst European ' congre- 
gate n. Tbewinlontca. the modern 
Rolonlkl h, Macedonia, formerly be- 
longed to the Turkish empire tn'Bn- 
mpe. Here Paul- rounded a church, 
consisting of Jews and Greeks. Ps'ji 
Is art-used or turning the world upside 
down, .nd tepebing Jem. to be the 
Christian* king.
